Wheat grow< rs io this country 
; not infrequently experience ser- 
j ious losses caused by provent- 
; able diseases. Wheat.is preyed 
upon by a number of parxsitic 
; fungi, three of which are classed 
ns smuts. Two of these smuts 

I * are common peats in the wheat 
fields of North America; ibe 
other, tommonly known as Rag 
smut, is thus far unknown lo this 
continent, though it is fairly 
common in Ansir&lia and cer¬ 
tain other parte of Ihe world 
where wh at culture ha* been in 
pmgreae for centuries. 

Of the two smut*, bunt or cov¬ 
ered smut of wheat, sometimes 
referred to as a stinking smut, is 
foond wherever wheal is grown, 
sometimes resulting in losses to 
the farmers of ihe United Stele* 
of $20,000,000 or mo<e annually. 
Not Infiequently fields planted 
to untreated seed and giving 
promise of yielding 30 to 40 
bushels per acre of good wbe»t 
will produce a crop of covertd 
stnui amou> ting, io some cases, 
to as much u 40 to 60 per cem 
of the crop. 

This smut disease is caused by 
a parasitic tangos which attack* 
tofc»roj^ng wheat plant before 
the Bral lealf appears above 
ground. Oi ce tqaidethe attack¬ 
ed seedling it coalites it*grow¬ 
th, and bv the lime^he wheat 
begins io head^hp diseased plant 
produce a crop of smuf:*«^U we 
examine the heads of sogL & 
plant, we find, iu»t ad of oonal 
w ieat graton. o ily a lo . of sont 
bills 1 1 other words, the ma¬ 
terials prodcc d by the llvtog 
plant for tbe purpose of build£< 
up sound wheat grains b^e 
been consumed by the pare^i 
n forming its masses of 
spores which fioall occo^Kha 
exact position io the^bdK heads 
that would hay been filled bv 
the keryllrtfd they been allow- 
ed^tffie’velop. These smut balls 
Consist uf nothing but million* 
of spores inclosed in each case 
by a thin eovelopiog membrane. 
When ihe smut balls are crushed 
the spores give off an odor not 
nu ike that of herring brine. 
Tue liberated spores become at¬ 
tached to tbe seed, which, if 
planted without previous' treat¬ 
ment, may produce another crop 
of smutted wheat. 

Bunt or covered amotof wheat 
is one of the moot easi y pre¬ 
vented of any of the cereal 
diseases The following proce¬ 
dure is recommended: Run all 
seed wheat ibroogb a fanning 
mill in order to blow oat tbe un¬ 
broken smut balls. This being 
done, tbegrainssbouid be soak¬ 
ed 10 ociaoiea in a solution con¬ 
sisting of 1 pound of commercial 
'orma io (obtainable at nearly ail 
drug stores) added to 40 gallons 
or water. The see'll thus treated 
s next allowed to drain and Is 
hen piled on the floo^od stirred 
frequently until soffl<\ntly dry 
to sow. If daring this^>rocesa 
he kernels have s*olled> very 
much, tbe drill should be >pet to I 
sow a little thicker, elsb the 
qu nity sown per acre will b«)lfe • 
than was intended. * \ 

Recent experiments ha$e 
shown that in certain sections if 
tbe country tbe soil of a fielg 
producing a crop of amntt«<5 
wheat this ye»r may harbor! 
enough smut spores o cause the 
appearance of smut in nexfcfliira 
crop if tbe field be reseeded to 
wheat This aometiueM’occurs 
where smut is very JB»d. in ap.te 
of tbe planting of treated seed, 
and shows that ia such localities 
crop rotation aJbokt be praciictd 
in addition y seed treatment. 
Bunt or c9*4red *o>ut wheat at- 
lacks no other cereal crop, bu». 
other eereala have their owm 
smut diseases. f 

The other wheat smut to- 
esrrtog in this cosntry, kmbwn 
ojmmooly as loo*e smut, is/ not 
so series aa bunt, altbuO|$h it 
probably produces an average 
loss of tbree-fourths of ft per 
ceat of the total wheat cfcp of 
the country. Loose somfit may 
be prevented oy treatlogfthezeed 
by the Jenfen hot-waier betbod 
or some modification of iL
